Their feeling has been that Presi 
dent Wilson would handle the situation with full regard tor the 
military phase. 


Reports indicated today that Germany would not stop the 


peace offensive, however. The first grist fro mthe Berlin news- 
paper mill today were reported received in London via the Hague 
that Prince Max, the new German Chancellor, had resigned. Ther 
came dispatches frpm- Zurich saying that the attitude taken b? 
the Kaiser and the. Crown Prince was that demanded by the 
Munich Socialists. ,A Munich newspaper was quoted as authority 
Cables from neutral sides specifically dwelt upon the fact that tht 
peace note officially'received in Washington yesterday was sent 
out by the Kaiser and his military leaders at the instance of th( 
Radicals, and on the strength, of German press hints. As one 
newspaper said, the peace note did not originate from the Social 
ists but from the Kaiser. According to Rotterdam dispatches thf 
Pan-Germans suddenly changed their tactics when General Lun 
dendorff arrived in Berlin from a conference at Grand Headquar- 
ters. It is believed, according to dispatches, that he told the mil 
itary leaders that it was futile to attempt success at defensive 
warfare. 
Amserdam dispatches said it was reported the Paii-Ger- 


•iian alone saw displeasure in the German peace note as they arc 
trying to reestablish the old system to favor. 


President Wilson will let his decision with regard to the Ger- 


man peace maanouvering sink into the mind of Austro-Hungarj 
before sending his answer to that country. It was indicated to 
day that it would be some time before the President would replj 
to the Austrian throne. 
Practically the same situation applies 


with respect to Turkey. The government will take its time n 
this case but Turkey's case differs in that the United States anc 
Turkey are not at war. 


Following is the text of Wilson's note. It is practically tht 


same as. published last evening in the special edition of The Prog- 
ress. 


"Department of State, Oct. 14, 1918. 


"Sii—In reply to the communication of the German Govern- 


ment, dated the 12th instant, which you handed me today, 1 have 
the honor to request you to transmit the following answer: 


"The unqualified acceptance by the present German Govern- 


ment, and by a large majority of the German Reichstag, of the 
terms laid down by the President of the United States ot America 
in his address to the Congress of the United States on the 8th of 
January, 1918, and in his subsequent addresses justifies the Presi- 
dent in making a frank and direct statement of his decision with 
regard to the communications ot the German Government of the 
8th and 12th of October, 1918. 


"It must be clearly understood that the process of evacuation 


and the conditions of an armistice are matters which must be left 
to the judgment and advice of the military advisers of the Gov- 
ernment ot the United States and the Allied Governments,, and 
the President feels it his duty to say that no arrangement can be 
accepted by the Government of the United States which does not 
provide absolutely satisfactory safeguards and guarantees of the 
maintenance of the present military supremacy of the armies ot 
the United States and of the Allies in the field. He feels confident 
that he can safely assume that this will also be the ludgment and 
decision of the Allied Governments. 


"The President feels that it is also his duty to add that neith- 


er the Government of the United States nor, he is quite sure, the 
Governments with which the Government of the United States is 
associated as a belligerent Mill consent to consider an armistice so 
long as the armed forces of Germany continue the illegal and in- 
humane practices which they still persist in. 


"At the very time that the German Government approaches 


<he Government of the United States, with proposals of peace its 
submarines are engaged in sinking passenger ships at sea, and not 
the ships alone, but the very boats in which their passengers and 
crews seek to make their way to safety; and in the^r present en- 
forced withdrawal from Flanders and France the German armies 
are pursuing a acourse of wanton destruction, which has always 
been regarded as in direct violation of the rules and practices ot 
civilized warfare.

boys had been slain in battle and hundreds more sent to the bot- 
tom of the briny deep, it was more than they could understanc 
when our President continued his well wishes to the people of 
Germany and sought only the overthrow of their government.

1. The families of men in service abroad have been longing 


for some means of making Christmas overseas as merry a one as 
the conditions permit. 
Sensing this desire, the War Department, 


has decided that each man may receive from his family a Christ- 
mas package of standard size and approximately standard con- 
tents. 


2. An arrangement has been compelted between the War 


Department, Post Office Department and the American Red Cross, 
whereby the latter has undertaken to co-operate in the prepara- 
tion for mailing these Christmas Parcels. To simplify the execu- 
tion of this plan a large number of specially manuiactured card- 
board cartons have bues^purch.'u.ed which will be distributed thru 
iho Chapters to the relatives and friends of men in the service 
overseas. 


General Description of the Plan 


3. The amount of shipping space which has been set asicl 


lor the transportation of Christmas parcels will permit the send- 
ing oi but one parcel to each man. To avoid any duplication, anc 
to make sure that each parcoi will be correctly addressed, a Christ 
mast Parcel label is now being issued to the men abroad. 


4. Men will be instructed to mail this label home to sum 


relative or friend who, upon receiving it, will apply to the neare0 


Chapter, Branch or Auxiliary Headquarters, or such other placo 
a.1! may be designated by the Red Cross, where, upon presentatio 
oi the. Christmas Parcel label, they will receive one carton, 3 in. . 
4 in. x 9 in. in size. 


5. The person receiving a carton may fill it with any com 


bination of articles which will lit in it and which are not barred b. 
the Post Office Department. 
(See list attached). When com 


pletely packed and ready to be mailed the weight of the carto, 
must not exceed three pounds.

Detailed Instructions to Chapters 


7. In every Chapter there shall be appointed a. Committe^ 


on Christmas Parcels, among wiiose members shall be the loci, 
postmaster or his representa Live. The work of this Committe 
VVill be apportioned among several sub-committees, each caring 
for a phase of the problem. Thus there will be a sub-committe. 
on Publicity; a sub-committee on Distribution, and a sub-commii 
tee on Inspection. 


8. The preliminary work of ascertaining the approximate 


number of men overseas for the community, will be done as ac 
curately and quickly as practicable. 
Ln obtaining this figure th 


"services of every Chapter agency shall be utilized and there sha 
be the fullest co-operation between all Chapter Committees in cor, 
Jucting this work. Chapters will probably find the data of th 
Home Service Sections of value in this connection. 
Chapter esti 


mates must be in the Division Office by October 21, 1918. 


The success of the plan for the distribution of Christmas Pai 


•cela to men in service overseas is largely dependent upon eac, 
Chapter having sufficient cartons to furnish one for each Christ 
mas Parcel Label presented. 


The Red Cross is unable to obtain information from ofttcia 


sources as to the number of men overseas in the respective Chap 
ter territories, so that the Chapters themselves must compih 
these figures. 


While we recognizs the difficulty the Chapters may have ii 


making this compilation, we are confident that through theh 
Branches, Auxiliaries and Hojne Service Bureau they will be abL 
to furnish Division Headquarters with at least a fair approxinu 
tion of the number of cartons required. 


Do not over-estimate jour requirements, as our supply o, 


cartons is based upon the estimated number of men overseas fron 
the Division, and an over-supply to one Chapter will mean a short 
age to another. 


9. The Committee on Christmas Parcels meeting as a whole 


will outline the main steps in caring for the problem and injec, 
"team work" into the activity of the various sub-committees. 


10. The sub-committej on Publicity will endeavor to give 


the widest publicity possible to the operation of this plan and car- 
ry on the work of educating the public in the proper methods ol 
preparing parcels. 
Care should be exercised in making announce- 


ments in order that there may bo no confusion in tise minds ol 
people as to just when and where cartons will be available. 


11. The sub-committee on Distribution shall be charged witn 


the duty of apportioning and supervising the distribution of Car- 
tpns, Red Cross Inspecton labels and list of unmailable article* 
throughout the territory of the Chapter. 
Each Division Head- 


quarters will be supplied with its allotment of Icartons. eac.. by 
October 23. 1918, and following this schedule the distribution to 
Chapters will be completed by November 1st ajt the very latest. 
Immediately upon receipt of the Chapter allotment of caiUuit- 
distribution to all Christmas Parcel stations thall be made. There 
shall b« the fullest co-operation with Branches and Auxiliaries in 
providing facilities for distrbutng cartons. 


12. The sub-committee on inspection shall arrange for the 


appointment of Chnpt.n-, llnuich :\nd Auxilliarv "In^i.ev ;.>r--".

shall also be the duty of this sub-committee to file with local post- 
masters names of all persons appointed as "Inspectors".

care must be used in selecting personnel for this work, ad a great 
trust has been conferred on the Red Cross in the delegation of this 
task to our organization. 
Appointments will be made only from 


the highest type of citizens in each community. Inspectors should 
above all be tactful, firm and willing to see the work through. 
There shall be a sufficient number of Inspectors to expedite the 
handling of "Christmas Parcels." Chapters should estimate the 
probable number of parcels they will be called upon to handle each 
day, and make sure that a sufficient number of Inspectors are 
assigned to duty. It shall also be the duty of this sub-committee 
to educate all Inspectors in the operation of this plan; to ascertain 
from Post Office authorities and notify all Inspectors of the postal 
rates for fourth class or parcel post zone rates between the var- 


HIS receiving stations and Hoboken, N. J., and to arrange for the 
laily mailing of parcels; to arrange for supplies of wrapping pa- 
jcr, scales and twine at all receiving stations; to arrange wherever

The responsibility of the Red Cross is for the distribution of 


,ie"cartons only, and not for tne Distribution of the Christmas 
arcol labels, which latter is in the hands of the Army authori- 
ics.

The contents of parcels must be firmly packed, but

When the parcel meets the weight requirement wrap it

aas Parcel'1 label received from overseas, bearing the name of the 
nan to whom it is addressed.

No parcels shall be accepted after November 20, 1918. 
In the event of a Christmas Parcel label being lost, no du- 


jlicate can be issued. This rule cannot be altered by anybody.

Their feeling has been that Presi 
dent Wilson would handle the situation with full regard tor the 
military phase. 


Reports indicated today that Germany would not stop the 


peace offensive, however. The first grist fro mthe Berlin news- 
paper mill today were reported received in London via the Hague 
that Prince Max, the new German Chancellor, had resigned. Ther 
came dispatches frpm- Zurich saying that the attitude taken b? 
the Kaiser and the. Crown Prince was that demanded by the 
Munich Socialists. ,A Munich newspaper was quoted as authority 
Cables from neutral sides specifically dwelt upon the fact that tht 
peace note officially'received in Washington yesterday was sent 
out by the Kaiser and his military leaders at the instance of th( 
Radicals, and on the strength, of German press hints. As one 
newspaper said, the peace note did not originate from the Social 
ists but from the Kaiser. According to Rotterdam dispatches thf 
Pan-Germans suddenly changed their tactics when General Lun 
dendorff arrived in Berlin from a conference at Grand Headquar- 
ters. It is believed, according to dispatches, that he told the mil 
itary leaders that it was futile to attempt success at defensive 
warfare. 
Amserdam dispatches said it was reported the Paii-Ger- 


•iian alone saw displeasure in the German peace note as they arc 
trying to reestablish the old system to favor. 


President Wilson will let his decision with regard to the Ger- 


man peace maanouvering sink into the mind of Austro-Hungarj 
before sending his answer to that country. It was indicated to 
day that it would be some time before the President would replj 
to the Austrian throne. 
Practically the same situation applies 


with respect to Turkey. The government will take its time n 
this case but Turkey's case differs in that the United States anc 
Turkey are not at war. 


Following is the text of Wilson's note. It is practically tht 


same as. published last evening in the special edition of The Prog- 
ress. 


"Department of State, Oct. 14, 1918. 


"Sii—In reply to the communication of the German Govern- 


ment, dated the 12th instant, which you handed me today, 1 have 
the honor to request you to transmit the following answer: 


"The unqualified acceptance by the present German Govern- 


ment, and by a large majority of the German Reichstag, of the 
terms laid down by the President of the United States ot America 
in his address to the Congress of the United States on the 8th of 
January, 1918, and in his subsequent addresses justifies the Presi- 
dent in making a frank and direct statement of his decision with 
regard to the communications ot the German Government of the 
8th and 12th of October, 1918. 


"It must be clearly understood that the process of evacuation 


and the conditions of an armistice are matters which must be left 
to the judgment and advice of the military advisers of the Gov- 
ernment ot the United States and the Allied Governments,, and 
the President feels it his duty to say that no arrangement can be 
accepted by the Government of the United States which does not 
provide absolutely satisfactory safeguards and guarantees of the 
maintenance of the present military supremacy of the armies ot 
the United States and of the Allies in the field. He feels confident 
that he can safely assume that this will also be the ludgment and 
decision of the Allied Governments. 


"The President feels that it is also his duty to add that neith- 


er the Government of the United States nor, he is quite sure, the 
Governments with which the Government of the United States is 
associated as a belligerent Mill consent to consider an armistice so 
long as the armed forces of Germany continue the illegal and in- 
humane practices which they still persist in. 


"At the very time that the German Government approaches 


<he Government of the United States, with proposals of peace its 
submarines are engaged in sinking passenger ships at sea, and not 
the ships alone, but the very boats in which their passengers and 
crews seek to make their way to safety; and in the^r present en- 
forced withdrawal from Flanders and France the German armies 
are pursuing a acourse of wanton destruction, which has always 
been regarded as in direct violation of the rules and practices ot 
civilized warfare.

1. The families of men in service abroad have been longing 


for some means of making Christmas overseas as merry a one as 
the conditions permit. 
Sensing this desire, the War Department, 


has decided that each man may receive from his family a Christ- 
mas package of standard size and approximately standard con- 
tents. 


2. An arrangement has been compelted between the War 


Department, Post Office Department and the American Red Cross, 
whereby the latter has undertaken to co-operate in the prepara- 
tion for mailing these Christmas Parcels. To simplify the execu- 
tion of this plan a large number of specially manuiactured card- 
board cartons have bues^purch.'u.ed which will be distributed thru 
iho Chapters to the relatives and friends of men in the service 
overseas. 


General Description of the Plan 


3. The amount of shipping space which has been set asicl 


lor the transportation of Christmas parcels will permit the send- 
ing oi but one parcel to each man. To avoid any duplication, anc 
to make sure that each parcoi will be correctly addressed, a Christ 
mast Parcel label is now being issued to the men abroad. 


4. Men will be instructed to mail this label home to sum 


relative or friend who, upon receiving it, will apply to the neare0 


Chapter, Branch or Auxiliary Headquarters, or such other placo 
a.1! may be designated by the Red Cross, where, upon presentatio 
oi the. Christmas Parcel label, they will receive one carton, 3 in. . 
4 in. x 9 in. in size. 


5. The person receiving a carton may fill it with any com 


bination of articles which will lit in it and which are not barred b. 
the Post Office Department. 
(See list attached). When com 


pletely packed and ready to be mailed the weight of the carto, 
must not exceed three pounds. 


6. A parcel ready for shipment will then be presented a

Detailed Instructions to Chapters 


7. In every Chapter there shall be appointed a. Committe^ 


on Christmas Parcels, among wiiose members shall be the loci, 
postmaster or his representa Live. The work of this Committe 
VVill be apportioned among several sub-committees, each caring 
for a phase of the problem. Thus there will be a sub-committe. 
on Publicity; a sub-committee on Distribution, and a sub-commii 
tee on Inspection. 


8. The preliminary work of ascertaining the approximate 


number of men overseas for the community, will be done as ac 
curately and quickly as practicable. 
Ln obtaining this figure th 


"services of every Chapter agency shall be utilized and there sha 
be the fullest co-operation between all Chapter Committees in cor, 
Jucting this work. Chapters will probably find the data of th 
Home Service Sections of value in this connection. 
Chapter esti 


mates must be in the Division Office by October 21, 1918. 


The success of the plan for the distribution of Christmas Pai 


•cela to men in service overseas is largely dependent upon eac, 
Chapter having sufficient cartons to furnish one for each Christ 
mas Parcel Label presented. 


The Red Cross is unable to obtain information from ofttcia 


sources as to the number of men overseas in the respective Chap 
ter territories, so that the Chapters themselves must compih 
these figures. 


While we recognizs the difficulty the Chapters may have ii 


making this compilation, we are confident that through theh 
Branches, Auxiliaries and Hojne Service Bureau they will be abL 
to furnish Division Headquarters with at least a fair approxinu 
tion of the number of cartons required. 


Do not over-estimate jour requirements, as our supply o, 


cartons is based upon the estimated number of men overseas fron 
the Division, and an over-supply to one Chapter will mean a short 
age to another. 


9. The Committee on Christmas Parcels meeting as a whole 


will outline the main steps in caring for the problem and injec, 
"team work" into the activity of the various sub-committees. 


10. The sub-committej on Publicity will endeavor to give 


the widest publicity possible to the operation of this plan and car- 
ry on the work of educating the public in the proper methods ol 
preparing parcels. 
Care should be exercised in making announce- 


ments in order that there may bo no confusion in tise minds ol 
people as to just when and where cartons will be available. 


11. The sub-committee on Distribution shall be charged witn 


the duty of apportioning and supervising the distribution of Car- 
tpns, Red Cross Inspecton labels and list of unmailable article* 
throughout the territory of the Chapter. 
Each Division Head- 


quarters will be supplied with its allotment of Icartons. eac.. by 
October 23. 1918, and following this schedule the distribution to 
Chapters will be completed by November 1st ajt the very latest. 
Immediately upon receipt of the Chapter allotment of caiUuit- 
distribution to all Christmas Parcel stations thall be made. There 
shall b« the fullest co-operation with Branches and Auxiliaries in 
providing facilities for distrbutng cartons. 


12. The sub-committee on inspection shall arrange for the 


appointment of Chnpt.n-, llnuich :\nd Auxilliarv "In^i.ev ;.>r--". 
Ir 


shall also be the duty of this sub-committee to file with local post- 
masters names of all persons appointed as "Inspectors". 
Great 


care must be used in selecting personnel for this work, ad a great 
trust has been conferred on the Red Cross in the delegation of this 
task to our organization. 
Appointments will be made only from 


the highest type of citizens in each community. Inspectors should 
above all be tactful, firm and willing to see the work through. 
There shall be a sufficient number of Inspectors to expedite the 
handling of "Christmas Parcels." Chapters should estimate the 
probable number of parcels they will be called upon to handle each 
day, and make sure that a sufficient number of Inspectors are 
assigned to duty. It shall also be the duty of this sub-committee 
to educate all Inspectors in the operation of this plan; to ascertain 
from Post Office authorities and notify all Inspectors of the postal 
rates for fourth class or parcel post zone rates between the var- 


HIS receiving stations and Hoboken, N. J., and to arrange for the 
laily mailing of parcels; to arrange for supplies of wrapping pa- 
jcr, scales and twine at all receiving stations; to arrange wherever 
.ecessary for the sale of stamps to persons sending packages. 


The responsibility of the Red Cross is for the distribution of 


,ie"cartons only, and not for tne Distribution of the Christmas 
arcol labels, which latter is in the hands of the Army authori- 
ics. The sejond responsibility of the Red Cross is for the inspec- 
lon, wrapping and sealing of the parcels after they have been 
.lied. 
Once- the cartons have been filled, wrapped, inspected and 


ostage affixed, they shall be deposited in the hands of the United 
tates Postoffice authorities. Parcels are to be deposited by the 
:ed Cross in the hands of the local Postoffice authorities and are 
.ot to be sent to Division Headquarters by the Chapters. 


It is suggested that Chapters may be able to arrange to have 


nspection stations under the charge of the Red Cross placed in 
.epartment, drug and general stores, thereby facilitating the 
.reparation of the parcels.

Rules for Inspectors of Christmas Parcels 


(a) 
Study carefully the list of the classes of articles which 


he Post Office authorities have ruled must be barred from the 
'arcel. 


Remember careless inspection may lead to irreparable dam- 


ige and bring discredit to the Red Cross. 


(b) 
Exclude any article that is forbidden. 


Do not argue: Simply show the Post Office regulations to 


he person sending the parcel. 


(c) 
Remove any written messages, notes, etc., from the 


jarcel. 


A rule of the Post Office forbids the forwarding of written 


.latter under parcel post rates. 


(d) 
The contents of parcels must be firmly packed, but 


here should be no bulge in the container. 


(e) 
Weight the filled carton unwrapped. 
It must not weigh 


.lore than two pounds, fifteen ounces. 


If the parcel is overweight, some item must be removed. 
(f) 
When the parcel meets the weight requirement wrap it 


p in heavy wrapping paper, and tie it securely. 


Remember the parcel may receive rough usage—do this 


arefully. 


(g) 
Obtain from the person sending the parcel the "Chi-ist- 


aas Parcel'1 label received from overseas, bearing the name of the 
nan to whom it is addressed. 
The Post Office will accept no par- 


.el without this label—each man is to receive just one package. 


(h) 
When the parcel is wrapped, one of the Sin. x 4 in. x 


) in. faces will be free from any break in the paper. Paste se- 
urely in the centre of this face the Christmas Parcel label re- 
oived from abroad. 


(i) 
The person sending the parcel shall then in the presence 


f the Inspector, affix the necessary amount of stamps. 


(j) 
Noxt place on the same face of the parcel the Red Cross 


nspection label certifying to the complete inspection of the con- 
ents. This should be placed along the left hand side of the box, 
-ompletely encircling it. 


(k) 
The Inspector shall then make sure that the name of 


he Chapter is plainly indicated on the label and shall fill in the 
<lace provided for signature certifying to the completeness of th3 
nspection. 


(1) 
Inspected parcels shall remain in the custody of the Red 


/ross until delivered to the Post Office by its Representatives. 


No Inspector shall pass upon the contents of a parcel being 


:ent to a member of the Inspector's family. 


An inspector shall always complete all operations incidenta'. 


o the forwarding of one Christmas Parcel before starting on an- 
»ther. 


No parcels shall be accepted after November 20, 1918. 
In the event of a Christmas Parcel label being lost, no du- 


jlicate can be issued. This rule cannot be altered by anybody.
